eagle eyes. 

From this vast knowledge, they

Weed Control With 2,4D 


2,4-D is a hormone-like substance 
or growth regulator. It is a new 
chemical weed killer of great 
promise. During 1945 and 1946, 
thousands of tests were made. of 
2,4-D on large numbers of weed and 
crop plants in the United States and 
Canada. On the basis of these tests 
the North Central Weed Control 
Conference, held recently at Des 
Moines, Iowa, made certain tenta- 
tive recommendations in respect to 
the use of 2,4-D in 1947, a brief 
summary of some of which is pre- 
sented here, 


» Recommendations, 2,4-D is recom- 

mended for the following purposes: 
(1), To control broadleaved weeds 
in Jawns and turfed areas. (2) To 
eradicate many weeds from road- 
sides, rights-of-way, ditch banks, 
fence rows, and other areas where 
there is no danger of injuring 
susceptible ornamental or cro} 
plants. (3) To control many annual 
weeds in resistant growing crops. 
(4) For the prevention of seed pro- 
duction of some weeds. . (5) To 
reduce the vigor of susceptible 
perennial weeds, (6) For spot treat- 
ment of susceptible perennial weeds 
in’ pastures that do not contain 
legumes, € 


“Important Factors. Some of the 
important factors affecting the re- 
stilts’ of 2,4-D treatments are the 
kind of plant, stage of growth, soil 
moisture, soil fertility and tempera- 
tire. Farmers planning the use of 

2,4-D- treatments for grain crops’in 
3947 should seck advice from. their 
‘Agricultural Representative or 
nearest University or, Dominion 
Pxperimental Station.
